At Moosomin, Yellow Grass, Sask., and Calgary, Medicine Hat 
and Red Deer, Alta., very heavy rains also were reported 
reported altogether from 30 districts in the prairie provinces. 

The official forecast for the week-end for Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan is for northwest winds, showers and cooler weather. For 
Alberta settled weather is forecast after today.
